This  new  bean,  a  native  of  Brazil,  has  only  been 
cultivated  in  this  country  for  3  or  4  years.  It  was 
first  introduced  into  the  far  South,  where  its  enor- 
mous growth  soon  attracted  general  attention,  and 
its  possibilities  as  a  forage  crop  and  soil  improver 
were  at  once  recognized.  It  has  been  generally 
tested  in  nearly  all  of  the  Southern  States,  and 
experienced  agriculturists  have  become  enthusiastic 
over  its  possibilities.  The  greatest  value  of  the 
Velvet  Bean,  as  so  far  evidenced,  is  in  the  enor- 
mous mass  of  vegetable  matter  which  it  produces, 
which  is  rich  in  nitrogen,  making  it  a  most  valuable 
soil -improving  crop.

There  are  hundreds  of  burial 
mounds  scattered  over  the  country, 
plainly  in  view  today,  from  some  of 
which  carloads  of  ancient  relics  have 
been  taken. 

The  pottery  is  absolutely  imporous 
and  indestructable  by  corrosion.  Com- 


amidst  the  decayed  dust  of  human  re- 
mains, placed  there  at  least  3,000  years 
ago,  fifteen  feet  under  ground,  the 
mound  having  ai'isen  by  successive 
layers  of  human  remains,  pottery, 
broken  implements  and  earth,  this  corn 
was  found.  Here  it  had  lain  in  perfect 
preservation,  while  the  thousands  of 
years  rolled  by,  turning  to  earth  again 
all  human  remains.  Considering  the 
composition  of  the  vessel,  the  air  ex- 
pelled and  it  securely  sealed,  we  have 
the  perfect  condition  for  preservation. 
This  is  not  the  only  case  where  corn 
has  been  found  in  a  burial  mound.  It 
has  been  found  in  Ohio,  "Utah  and  other 
States,  but  never  before  was  a  grain 
found  that  would  germinate." 

Rev.  Dr.  E.  S.  Currey,  the  discoverer, 
says;  " The pre-historic  corn  has  been 
grown  on  my  farm  in  Missouri,  succes- 
sively for  eight  years.  The  prevailing 
color  is  a  beautiful  dark  bronze,  gliding 
to  a  light  bronze.  I  have  raised  stalks 
15  feet  high,  the  blades  7  inches  broad 
and  10  feet  5  inches  from  tip  to  tip  on 
opposite  sides  of  the  stock,  and  11  ears 
on  the  stock.  It  is  a  wonderful  deep 
feeder,  willingly  and  from  choice  send- 
ing its  roots  to  the  subsoil,  and  thrust- 
ing its  roots  down  deeper  during  a 
drought.  This  year  on  the  same  kind 
of  land,  the  stalks  and  numerous 
blades  it  bears  remained  green  through 
six  weeks  of  the  most  excessive 
drought,  with  hot  winds,  while  the 
common  corn  perished  the  second 
week."

PREHISTORIC  CORN. 

Grown  From  Seeds  Found  in  Aztec 
Mounds. 

Some  corn  with  an  ancestry  has  been 
placed  in  the  exhibit  hall  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  A  few  years 
ago  some  grains  of  corn  were  found  in 
a  sealed  olla  in  the  Aztec  mounds  of 
Missouri.  These  were  planted  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  country  and  fotind  to 
possess  the  virtue  of  growing  in  the 
dryest  and  poorest  of  soil,  bearing  well 
and  proving  an  excellent  forage  crop. 
This  is  the  second  season  it  has  been 
tried  and  that  now  sent  to  the  chamber 
was  raised  by  T.  P.  Herbert  of  Santa 
Anita.  The  ears  begin  nine  feet'  above 
the  ground.    The  advantages  of  this

posed  of  ground  mussel  shells,  clay, 
cements,  lime  and  an  imperishable 
mineral,  nothing  that  will  more  effect- 
ually defy  the  destroying  hand  of  time 
can  be  conceived  of.

Culture  in  Glasses. —  For  this  purpose  the  largest  and  heaviest  bulbs  should  be  used; 
therefore  we  strongly  recommend  our  select  named  hyacinths,  and  the  single  sorts  are  the 
best.  Fill  the  glass  with  water,  so  that  only  the  base  of  the  bulb  is  immersed  in  it,  and  re- 
move to  a  dark,  cool  place  till  the  roots  have  grown  almost  to  the  bottom  of  the  glass.  The 
water  should  be  changed  every  week  or  two  to  keep  it  pure ;  in  doing  this  draw  the  roots 
entirely  out  of  the  glass,  and  rinse  with  clean  water.  When  brought  out  to  the  light,  shade 
the  glass  from  the  full  rays  of  the  sun,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  heat  the  water  to  a  fatal 
degree :  remove  from  the  window  at  night  if  very  cold.
